FCC Stops Accepting Filings 
Enclosed in Envelopes 


NEWINGTON, CT, Oct 18, 2001--The FCC an- 
nounced this week that, effective immediately, fil- 
ings enclosed in envelopes will not be accepted un- 
til further notice. A Public Notice said that starting 
Monday, October 22, it will accept originals and 
copies of each official filing addressed to the Com- 
mission's Secretary "held together with rubber 
bands or fasteners" only at its Capitol Heights facil- 
ity at 9300 East Hampton Drive, Capitol Heights, 
Maryland. 

The FCC said that no hand-delivered or messen- 
ger-delivered filings--in envelopes or otherwise-- 
would be accepted October 18 and 19 at either FCC 
Headquarters, 445 12th Street SW, Washington, 
DC, or at the Capitol Heights facility. Filing dead- 
lines for both paper and electronic filings were ex- 
tended in light of the new procedures. 

The changes were necessary "as a precautionary 
measure," the FCC said. "As the Commission con- 
tinues to balance its efforts to be accessible to its 
customers with the need for heightened security 
measures, the Commission encourages its custom- 
ers to make full use of the Commission's electronic 
filing systems to facilitate the filing of documents," 
an FCC announcement said. 

The FCC Public Notice made no direct reference 
to the current anthrax scare. It also made no men- 
tion of any change in procedures regarding filings 
mailed in envelopes to its Gettysburg, Pennsyl- 
vania, office--where Amateur Service applications 
typically are sent. 

The FCC said it's looking for an alternative 
Washington, DC, site to accept delivery of filings 
on a more permanent basis. Filings and other docu- 
ments for the FCC should continue to be addressed 
to FCC Headquarters, 445 12th Street SW, Wash- 
ington, DC 20554. The Commission says it will di- 
vert those deliveries to its Capitol Heights facility 
for handling. 

Documents intended for delivery to specific FCC 
Headquarters staffers must be clearly labeled on the 
first page or with a cover sheet indicating the desti- 
nation, and with originals and copies "held together 
with rubber bands or fasteners" as appropriate, the 
FCC said. 

The FCC said the Commission's Office of the 


Secretary will work with bureaus and offices, as ap- 
propriate, to handle bulk filings in accordance with 
the just-announced precautionary measures. The new 
no-envelopes procedures extend to filings requesting 
confidential treatment under the Commission's rules.
